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City of Romulus accused of stealing 
court money to cover its payroll

At its regular meeting on March 25, 
the Romulus City Council considered 
opting into Public Act 152 for employee 
healthcare to cut back on its budget costs 
and seven people got up to protest the 
action before the votes were taken. 

P.A. 152 was passed in 2011. It requires 
that local units of government place a hard 
cap on their health care, institute an 80/20 
cost sharing arrangement, or opt out with 
2/3 vote of the governing body. 

After all was said and done, in a confusing 
vote the council did enact opting into P.A. 
152 for active employees, but let retirees 
alone. 

During public comment before the votes, 
34th District Court Chief Judge Tina 
Brooks Green said there has been some 


conversation on the street that says the city 
is in trouble because of the building being 
constructed next door, referring to the new 
courthouse on the city campus. 

Judge Green said in 2013 the court 
doubled fees for some cases and in 2014 
it added fees and this will cover the $17 
million bond the city sold to build the 
courthouse. She said the court pays its 
part of health care and pensions for all its 
employees and, “The finance problems of 
the city should not be laid at the court’s 
feet. 

“We sustain our own employees and pay 
all of our employees,” Green said. “That 
the city is in this situation because you had 
to pass the court bond is blatantly not true.” 

D’Sjonaun Hockenhull, a 12-year 
employee of the court, asked the council to

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Volunteer group finds remains of missing man in VBT field

It took the Michigan Search and Rescue 
volunteers and their dogs just an hour and a 
half to find the body of the missing Marcus 
Esper, 56, of Superior Township who had 
left his car in the Church of God parking 
lot in Belleville early last week. 
Police in two counties had been looking 
for the man for days. 

Belleville Police Chief Hal Berriman said 
at 10:46 p.m. Wednesday, March 27, his 
department found the car of Esper who had 
been reported missing early March 26 after 
not coming home March 25. He said there 
was blood in the vehicle so they treated it 
like a homicide, although there also were 
razor blades that indicated he may have cut 
himself. 


Chief Berriman said he and Sgt. Todd 
Schrecengost had the vehicle towed to 
a secure location at J&T Towing and got 
a warrant on March 28 to search the car, 
which contained the missing man’s cell 
phone. They interviewed many people 
but were unsuccessful in finding the man. 
Michigan State Police and Washtenaw 
County canines had searched behind the 
church without success. 

Chief Berriman said they were running 
out of options so at noon on Friday he called 
Michigan Search and Rescue headquarters 
in Lansing. He said the volunteers from all 
over Southeastern Michigan have sniffer 
and cadaver dogs and offer their service 
without charge. 

Chief Berriman said the group agreed to 
come at once and were at the site at 3 p.m. 


Friday when Officer Jeff Wickham was due 
to come on duty to work with them. Chief 
Berriman met the volunteers at the church. 

They brought 30 volunteers and 15 dogs. 
A team from Grand Rapids went to the 
field across Hull Road south of the church 
and a black lab had a “pop up” response 
and led them right to the body. 

Chief Berriman said the body was in Van 
Buren Township boundaries so he waited at 
the scene and turned the case over to VBT 
Police Sgt. Gueli. Det. Mike Long now is 
handling the case and talked to the family, 
said VBT Police Chief Jason Wright. 

A missing person alert had been issued 
the morning after Esper left his home in 
his white, 2013 Buick LaCrosse and did 
not come home. He had worked as a truck 
driver seven years, but did not show up for 


work on Monday, March 25. He had called 
in sick the previous Friday. 

Chief Berriman said Esper had sold his 
condo and had been outbid on three houses 
he wanted to buy. He told his family he 
was going to a Ypsilanti storage facility to 
arrange to store their household belongings 
and then texted his wife that he “couldn’t 
fix it.” 

Chief Berriman said he cannot say with 
certainty, but the evidence points to suicide. 
Chief Wright also said evidence points 
that way, as did the Washtenaw County 
Sheriff’s Department which initiated the 
search. 

Chief Wright said the remains were taken 
to the Wayne County Medical Examiner 
for a final determination of the cause of 
death. 


Sumpter OKs budget of $8.49 million revenues, $9.56 million expenses

At its regular meeting on March 26, 
the Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
unanimously approved its new budget for 
2019-20 that has total revenues of $8.49 
million and total expenses of $9.56 million. 

The new fiscal year begins April 1. 

The board also approved the township’s 
2019-20 insurance renewal with Burnham 
& Flower, effective April 1, at a cost of 
$101,261.This includes the new addition of 
casualty and property terrorism coverage. 

In other business at the March 26 meeting, 
the board: 

e Unanimously voted to pay warrants of 
$103,484.62, minus the $3,024.59 check 
written to complete payment for the new 
board table that was yet to be installed. 
Treasurer Ken Bednark said it was not 
a good idea to pay for something before 
seeing it. Finance Director Scott Holtz said 
it was past practice to approve the payment 
and then release the check later. “I would 
rather have the board make that decision,” 
Bednark said. (Reportedly, the table was 
installed the next day and there were some 
problems.); 

e Approved an additional payment of 
$23,415 for control panel disconnects for 
the Willis/Sumpter Road sewer lift station 
repair after Bednark questioned the extra 
payment and board discussion on how the 
cost of this project has grown and how 
the township conducts its bid process. “It 
was an open-ended bid and I questioned 
the hurry,” Trustee Don LaPorte said of 
the original bid. “It was an emergency 
then. I guess it’s still an emergency... 
I’m ashamed of myself for not voting no 
in the beginning.” Trustee Tim Rush said 
the township should build a simple lean-to 
over the equipment, that has been damaged 


by corrosive gases, to shield it from direct 
sunlight. Supervisor John Morgan warned 
board members against going against the 
engineering consultant and the head of the 
water department, who are experts. “I’m 
not questioning the way the job’s laid out,” 
Bednark said. “Why can’t they put their 
finger on what needs to be done?” 

e Approved the second reading and 
adopted the amended section to the 
township zoning ordinance to add yard 
waste and ice/snow/slush to what cannot 
be dumped or disposed of in public or 
private rights of way or road surfaces; 

e Approved the second reading and adopted 
the amended section to the township zoning 
ordinance to add environment, drains, and 
public and private right of ways to places 
people cannot dump waste; 

e Approved directing the clerk to mail 
a draft of the Master Plan to neighboring 
communities and major utility companies 
for review; 

e Approved paying $556.40 to have DTE 
install a streetlight in the parking lot of the 
Sumpter Township Police Department; 

e Amended the MERS defined- 
contributions plan to allow for additional 
employee contribution; 

e Granted Collin Lynch and Laura Bratby 
leaves of absence until July 1, 2019, 
retroactive to March 1,2019; 

e Approved a recommendation from 
Parks and Recreation Commission to move 
Krystal Tackett from alternate member to 
full-time member; 

e Approved a recommendation from 
Parks & Recreation Commission to change 
the rental fee for pavilions at Graham and 
Banotai parks from $50 to $100, starting 
immediately, due to rising maintenance 
costs; 

e Approved the Feb. 6 minutes of a 


special, hour-long Parks and Recreation 
Commission board meeting to consider 
a donation for the Missoula Children’s 
Theater, which was to be in Sumpter in May. 
Fifteen people were listed as being present. 
The minutes said: “The commission took 
a vote and decided not to help. We were 
approached at the last minute for help 
with this matter. We voted it down on the 
ground that all our monies for the Sumpter 
Parks and Recreation Commission has 
already set their budget for the year and 
had nothing left to offer them.” The motion 
was by Jim Posegay, supported by Sharon 
Pokerwinski. All votes were no with one 
abstaining; 

e Heard Trustee Don Swinson announce 
the annual Easter Egg Hunt for children 
will be at noon on Saturday, April 13, at 
Graham Park. He said Parks and Recreation 
Commission is looking for volunteers to 
help to clean up Banotai Park on April 27 
and Graham Park on May 4. “We have a 
ton of mulch coming for the playscapes,” 
said Trustee Swinson. He also said they 
are in the process of getting a swing set to 
hold a wheelchair for both parks, paid for 
by Wayne County; 

e Heard Trustee Matthew Oddy say the 
planning commission is requesting pictures 
of Sumpter Township scenes to add to the 
Master Plan booklet. He said the pictures 
need to be in digital format. A request for 
the pictures will go out over Comcast, 
channel 12; 

e Heard Trustee Tim Rush say he and 
Public Safety Director/Police Chief Eric 
Luke are working on the Storm Ready 
program with an application to the National 
Weather Service. He said part of this is the 
Sky Warn program that will begin with a 
3-4 hour class which is open to the public. 
The Storm Ready program will enhance 


the township’s emergency management 
and lower insurance rating, especially 
flood insurance, Trustee Rush said; 

e Heard Trustee Don LaPorte say that the 
National Incident Management (NIMS) 
training is coming for board members. He 
said completing the 6-8 hours of training 
helps with grant availability from the state 
and federal governments. Sumpter fire 
fighter Jaime Goode is the instructor; 

e Heard resident Adrian Slaughter ask 
the definition of “warrants” and Supervisor 
Morgan replied, “Those are the bills we 
owe.” Then she asked township attorney 
Rob Young if he was employed by the 
supervisor’s office or the board and Young 
said it was the board. She asked Young if 
he had a contract and he said he didn’t but 
by continuing to provide services he works 
at the pleasure of the board. He has worked 
for the township about 30 years and he did 
have a contract at one time, he said. He 
listed the kinds of services he provides. 
When Slaughter asked if he represented 
employees and he said only when related 
to their jobs. “I don’t represent them as 
private citizens,” Young said; 

e Heard former Treasurer Peggy Morgan 
ask if someone has a legal license to carry 
a gun can they have a medical marijuana 
card. Chief Luke said that is a grey area. 
He said Michigan may become a no- 
permit-needed state. He said those against 
marijuana are losing the battle and the 
marijuana is winning. He said police 
officers are licensed by the state and don’t 
need a concealed carry permit. He said 
officers don’t have medical marijuana 
cards. Later, he said he wanted to make 
sure that was not an allegation ... to make 
sure there was no misunderstanding and 
Morgan said it was not an allegation.

Hopefully, Jones, whose family started 
and used to own L&W Engineering, will 
come up with a wonderful plan to make 
the entryway to the city beautiful and 
productive. Everyone is counting on him. 

People have been trying to buy the empty 
properties with the huge parking area for 
years, but Kassab was unwilling to sell — 
until now. 

The seawall next door to this site is 
getting fixed and a deteriorated building on 
E. Huron River Drive got a new roof and 
there are plans for the carwash next door 
which has been sold. Things are looking up 
for Belleville.

EXTRA THINGS | KNOW 


Our 34" District Court in Romulus is 
the spot for all week-end arraignments in 
Wayne County, so suspects from all over 
the county are brought to our court when all 
the other courts are closed. Wayne County 
Assistant Prosecutors do not work on 
weekend arraignments, so sometimes that 
leads to problems. 

The arraignment are made by judges and 
magistrates from throughout the county 
who take turns coming to sit on the bench 
on Saturdays and Sundays. 

Last week there was a furor over a 
defendant arraigned by a visiting magistrate 
who freed an accused drug mule on $200 
bond. He promptly skipped town and didn’t 
show up for his probable cause hearing at 
36" District Court. 

The Mexican citizen was facing life in 
prison for allegedly trying to smuggle 
more than six kilos of cocaine and heroin 
into Detroit. Police say he confessed to 
the crime. They also say he probably went 
home to Mexico and they are not happy. 

Visiting magistrate Vesta Swenson set bond 
at $2,000/10%, so all he needed was $200 
get out of jail. Swenson later apologized 
for making a mistake. She said she didn’t 
realize the amount of drugs involved. She 
has been taken off the rotation for week-end 
arraignments. 

Wayne County Prosecutor Kym Worthy 
said she will ask for a week-end prosecutor 
in her office’s next budget. Her office also 
will try to get high-risk defendants arraigned 
during the week. 

The tri-community updates given by 
leaders of Belleville, Van Buren, Sumpter 
and the Van Buren Public Schools at the 


152 Main St., Suite 9, 
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Chamber of Commerce luncheon on March 
27, included these comments. 

Karen Armatis, deputy supervisor 
of Sumpter Township: There are five 
mobile home parks in Sumpter and one, 
Rawsonville Woods, has put in 60 new 
homes and 100 more are coming. She also 
said the new board table is “real wood” and 
the current table was pressed wood with 
formica covering that had been there since 
the 1950s. Also, since Bridge Cards don’t 
pay for paper products, seven workers in 
the township office had a project, “Paper 
for Pies,’ where rolls of toilet paper were 
brought in to enter pies for tasting and 
selling. They collected over a pallet of 
TP, she said to help the community. Also, 
they filled laundry baskets with cleaning 
supplies. They also paid $2 a day to wear 
bluejeans to work. At Christmas they were 
able to help 23 families, Armatis said. 

Kevin McNamara, supervisor of Van 
Buren Township, had to be out of town 
during the luncheon so he made a “State of 
the Township” tape that was shown. He told 
all of the wonderful things the township is 
building and put a pause into his speech to 
wait for the audience to applaud the members 
of the Van Buren Civic Fund who donated 
$200,000 to help with the new Splash Pad 
that should be in place in August. It’s free to 
use — according to current plans. 

Kerreen Conley, mayor of the City 
of Belleville, told of what’s going on 
in the city and noted that the Veterans 


Monument in Horizon Park belongs to all 
three communities, but the city hosts the 
monument and is taking care of it. She said 
the monument now needs about $40,000 
worth of repair and they will be looking 
for partnerships with VBT and Sumpter 
Township to fix it. 

School Supt. Pete 
Kudlak prepared a 
written outline of his 
remarks and passed it 
out to everyone. He 
said the district has a 
$64 million budget and 
a fund balance of about 
15%. There are about 550 employees, 4,600 
students, and a state foundation allowance 
of $8,004 per student. One payroll equals 
$1.4 million. He told of the bond proposal 
the district hopes to pass in November. With 
the refinancing of the 2.98-mill bonds that 
built the new high school, taxpayers could 
be getting a break with a lower millage 
rate of 2.35, but if taxpayers agree to keep 
paying the 2.98 mills, the district could raise 
$25 million to build an early childhood 
development center. You will hear about 
this again.

Morgan also asked about pensions and Young 
said they don’t have the answers to the pension 
problems yet; 

e Heard Zeola Walker note that not one 
person of color works in township hall, with 
elected Supervisor Morgan an exception. She 
said everyone working at the township hall is a 
European American. “I’ve been here 44 years and 
have seen just one person of color here,” Walker 
said. Bednark said he recently had to hire a part- 
time clerk and he had 12 applications and none 
was a person of color. “I embrace diversity. I 
welcome that,” he said, adding he cannot answer 
why no one of color applied. Supervisor Morgan 
said 30-40 years ago he had total control over 
hiring and he had the same concerns. He said 
they developed a written test with math, reading, 
and overall ability for a clerical-type job. “We 
had 25 people take the tests and we interviewed 
the top eight. No person of color was in the top 
eight. How do you fix that? We did a lot of work 
to get people of color,” Morgan said; and 

e Heard Eric Partridge say he found, through 
a Freedom of Information Act request, that 
the cost of the new board table has gone up by 
$2,800 for the addition of granite. He said the 
cost of the table now is at $9,400, close to the 
$10,000 limit. He wanted to know how the 
granite got added to the contract. “Did you vote 
on this?

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Belleville Police Chief Hal Berriman 
publicly thanks volunteer group

At Monday’s meeting of the Belleville 
City Council, Police Chief Hal Berriman 
said he wanted to personally and publicly 
thank the Michigan 
Search and Rescue 
volunteers who came 
out within hours and 
within an hour and a 
half after they got there, 
“We had closure.” 

He said on Friday § 
afternoon 30 volunteers / 
and 15 dogs came to the yy 
church on Hull Road P3 
where a missing man’s Mer ny, 9 
car had been found. Ligeia 
The group serves without charge and one 
of the dogs immediately found the remains 
of the missing man. 

Before the council meeting, Chief 
Berriman showed the picture of Ligeia, 
the black Labrador retriever who found the 
body. He called Ligeia the “hero dog.” 

Chief Berriman said the dog lived in 
Grand Rapids with his handler who said 
he named the dog Ligeia after the Greek 
sirens who called out to sailors on the 
waters. He said when he first got the dog, 
the dog called out all the way home to 
Grand Rapids. 

In other business at Monday’s 12-minute 
meeting, the council: 

e Approved accounts payable of 
$137,345.38 and the following purchases 
in excess of $500: to Blue Ribbon 
Contracting, $4,425 for a water main 
break; to Cadillac Asphalt, $621 for road 
repair; and to Wise Technologies, $585 for 
computers/network; 

e Heard Councilman Jesse Marcotte say 
dumpster enclosures in the city have taken 
a beating this winter, especially pointing 
out the Kassab property in the 500 block of 
Main Street. He said the building continues 
to be an eyesore, with the dumpster 
enclosure falling in on itself and brush 
everywhere. (Before the meeting, City 
Manager Diana Kollmeyer confirmed to 
the Independent that the city had received 
six Property Transfer Affidavits on the 
Kassab property. According to those close 
to the transaction, the property, including 
the house behind the property on North 
Liberty Street, has been purchased by Scott 
Jones.); 


e Heard Councilman Marcotte say he 
would like to organize an effort to clean 
up the former store next door that the city 
had purchased. He said if the city makes 
citizens clean up the city should clean up 
its own property. City Manager Kollmeyer 
said she said there is a plan for late spring 
or early summer to work on demolishing 
the building and she said it had been 
cleaned up inside. Marcotte also said there 
are problems at Lakeview and Kollmeyer 
said, “Conversations have been held about 
that very thing.” Marcotte also said the 
new roof on the building on East Huron 
River Drive is great. Kollmeyer said there 
are plans for that area, including the car 
wash next door which has been sold; 

e Heard Mayor Kerreen Conley say the 
rope in Horizon Park looks terrible and they 
should look at replacing it all, from one 
end to the other. Kollmeyer said the better 
roping costs more money. Mayor Conley 
also noted that Comcast just started work 
at Harbour Pointe with no announcements 
that day. “They took over the subdivision. 
People are everywhere,” she said, noting 
they are putting in fiber optic cable; 

e Heard Councilman Tom Fielder say 
before the meeting that the Belleville 
High School golf team will be using the 
course at Willow Metropark, since the 
future of the golf course at Harbour Club 
Apartments is uncertain because of the sale 
of the apartments; 

e Heard Councilman Fielder say that he 
will be attending the 7 p.m., April 8 public 
forum at BHS on the proposed route of 
the Iron Belle Trail, that will be coming 
through Belleville; and 

e Went into closed-door session with its 
attorney to discuss the status and strategy 
of pending negotiations with the Michigan 
Fire Fighters Association union and came 
out to ratify the agreement. 

Kollmeyer said the contract is from Jan. 
1, 2018 to Dec. 31, 2019 and carries a 2% 
annual wage increase and a training wage 
increase, which is retroactive. Training was 
$10 and will be $11 as of January 2018, 
$11.50 as of January 2019 and will be $12 
on Dec. 31. Kollmeyer said the contract is 
in effect as of Tuesday and the union has 
ratified it as well. 

Absent from the meeting was Councilman 
Tom Smith.

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VBT DDA OKs more money for pathway on Belleville Road

The Van Buren Township Downtown 
Development Authority approved additional 
construction engineering services in the 
amount of $110,000 with the DDA portion 
of $84,194 in accordance with the MDOT 
Agreement for the Belleville Road non- 
motorized pedestrian pathway. 
At the regular DDA meeting March 
26, Director Susan Ireland explained the 
background. In March 2018, the DDA 
board of directors approved a contract with 
the Michigan Department of Highways 
for the construction of a non-motorized 
pathway on the east side of Belleville Road 
over I-94 from the South Service Drive to 
the North Service Drive. 

“I am pleased we were able to undertake 
this project,” Ireland said. “It is another way 
of making a connection to our PlaceMaking 
effort within the DDA boundary.” 


The decorative fencing and logo have 
been installed on the bridge, the pedestrian 
lighting has been put up. The finishing 
touches will be completed when the weather 
becomes consistently warmer. 

She said items remaining are the 
landscaping, staining the blockwork, 
painting the remainder of the bridge and 
placement of the Van Buren Township 
lettering on the bridge below the logo. 

She said the DDA sold bonds and the 
amount placed into the fund for the project 
was $1,947,399.90 to pay the DDA’s 
portion of the project. 

“As I have learned with any project of this 
magnitude, there is always something that 
could happen that could not be foreseen, 
such as: 

e Additional temporary concrete barrier 
wall on the outside lanes of eastbound I-94; 

e Draining repairs to the southeast 
quadrant of Belleville/South Service Drive

that alleviated flooding in that area; and 

e An abundance of rain in the fall of 2018 
contributed to delays of building the bridge 
deck. 

“These types of things required additional 
construction engineering services with 
Manick Smith than had originally been 
planned,” she said. “MDOT is requesting 
the DDA approve additional construction 
engineering for $110,000, of which the 
DDA portion ... would be in an amount of 
$84,194. This can be satisfied with the bond 
proceeds.” 

DDA Assistant Director Lisa Lothringer 
said at the corner of Belleville Road and 
the South Service Drive a woman’s home 
had its backyard under water and this was 
corrected. 

“The street lights look great,” said DDA 
member Carol Bird. “It really looks like a 
path now.” 

In other business at the 40-minute March 
26 meeting, the DDA: 

e Approved a change order for the Place 
Making project for an immediate price 
increase for asphalt of $3,453.45. Ireland 
said Ajax Materials Corporation informed 
their vendors of the price increase. “Ajax 
cited that oil prices had reached their 
highest level since 2014 and the oil 
industry contacts told them the upward 
swing is due to geopolitical and market 
conditions included but not limited to the 
Tran sanctions, Russian and Saudi Arabian 
production cuts and Venezuela’s reduction 
in crude production.” DDA board members 
were skeptical of this. “It’s ridiculous. 
It really is,” said DDA chairman Craig 
Atchinson. “We could rebid it, but it 
could come in higher.” DDA member Jim 


Chudzinski said, “If the price goes down, 
would they do it for less? I think not.” 

e Heard Ireland report that the sub floor 
of the main structure has been completed 
at the Place Making site and the framing 
of the walls has begun. She said they are 
seeing activity at the site on a daily basis as 
the weather has warmed up; 

e After much discussion, voted to award 
the contract for the Belleville/Ecorse Road 
intersection grounds maintenance to Randy 
Brown Landscape in his bid amount of 
$16,765, with the stipulation he provides 
items by April 9 that were not included with 
the incomplete bid, which are: references, 
insurance, and assurance that black mulch 
will be used. If that doesn’t happen, the 
contract will be awarded to Gonczy’s 
Property Maintenance for his $15,530 bid. 
Also, bidding was Pioneer Landscape at 
$19,050. Ireland noted that the DDA had 
had issues with Brown in the past and she 
wanted to give him another chance. His 
business is in the DDA district; 

e Approved the 2019 contract for 
Belleville Road Streetscape maintenance 
to high-bidder Pioneer Landscape for 
$8,400. The board decided it was “quality 
we know.” Other bidders were Randy 
Brown Landscape, with an incomplete 
bid of $6,940, and Gonczy’s Property 
maintenance for $5,100; and 

e Heard Lothringer report that selection 
of outdoor sculptures took place March 8 
and they started with more than 300 pieces 
to look at and had to bring it down to a total 
of ten between Van Buren Township and the 
City of Belleville. She said sculpture swap 
out generally takes place the last week in 
May.

Never one to shrink from a fight, political 
or otherwise, Hamilton was killed at the 
age of 47 in a duel with Vice President 
Aaron Burr. 

James G. Basker, president of the Gilder 
Lehrman Institute, said, “So much about 
him is attractive to us. He was an immigrant 
from the Caribbean, a disadvantaged 
orphan who became a war hero, a self- 
made man who rose to become a framer 
of the Constitution, and architect of the 
American financial system.”

forego implementation of Public Act 152. 
He said there is an incessant perception 
that court employees are overpaid for their 
work. 

Hockenhull said the city uses income 
from the court for its bottom line and if the 
court would move to another venue, the city 
could possibly go into state receivership. 

“The city misused or possibly stole funds 
raised by the court just to make payroll,” 
he said, adding the city has not accepted 
responsibility, paid the money back, or 
identified the individual responsible. 

The council chairman cut into his remarks 


to ask him if he was making accusations. 
He said he was making a statement. 
Another councilmember urged the chair to 
let him continue. 

Hockenhull said this court is the third- 
or fourth-busiest court in the State of 
Michigan and has maintained a level of 
excellence. He said the court pays its bills 
and the court is being penalized for the 
city’s irresponsibility. 

He asked how significant it would be if 
all the court’s fulltime employees withdrew 
from the city’s insurance group. 

Kathy Mecure, president of the union at 
the court, said police officers also will have 
to pay $800 a month more for insurance.

miles and sees 180,000 people a year. She 
guessed the city employees dealt with 5% 
of that number. She pointed out some city 
employees got 20% salary increases last 
year. The court has turned over about $2.5 
million to the city each year for the last 20 
years, she said. 

Mecure said on Oct. 1, 2013 fees for 
bench warrants, late fees, and show cause 
were increased and in 2014 a $20 fee for all 
cases were added to build the court. 

Between 2013 and 2017, the court 
raised $3.4 million which was given to 
the city to be put in a separate account for 
construction of the new courthouse, but it 
was added to the city’s general fund over 
the years, she said. 

She said the $3.4 million, if not used for 
the courthouse, under the agreement one 
third of that amount should be split with

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other municipalities who use the court, but 
Romulus took 100%. 

Besides Romulus, the 34" District Court 
covers Belleville, Van Buren Township, 
Sumpter Township, and Huron Township. 

“A third-party audit is necessary,” she 
stated. She asked the city council to opt out 
of P.A. 152. 

Mindy Suchy, vice president of the court 
union and court employee for 22 years, 
said the extra $800 a month is “Wow!” for 
her current health insurance. She said she 
is a single mother, as she wiped away tears, 
and this change will bring a tremendously 
negative morale effect on city employees, 
police department, and the court. 

She said an optional health savings 
account would require she pay $5,000 for

health care before insurance paid anything. 
She asked the council to opt out of P.A. 
152. 

Others, urged the council to opt out. 

Mayor LeRoy Burcroff said these were 
“wild accusations by the court,” but he 
said he would investigate. He said the city 
funds are audited and the comments about 
missing money are “very disheartening.” 

Mayor Burcroff said the public making 
statements should be sworn in to tell the 
truth before speaking. 

When it was time to vote on the Mayor’s 
proposals on health care, his first request 
was for no action on P.A. 152, which means 
the city would opt in. A motion made was 
to deny the no-action request and to opt 
out of P.A. 152. This only applied to active 
employees and P.A. 152. The vote was 4 
yes, 3 no. This vote required 5 votes to 
pass, said attorney Steve Hitchcock, so it 
failed. This means P.A. 152 was accepted. 

The second proposal was for hardcap 
coverage for retirees. No motion was 
made, so it stayed as is. 


A motion not to adopt the third proposal 
to modify pre-65-retiree healthcare and 
prescription drug coverage to add hardcap 
coverage to begin July 1 was made. It 
was pointed out this motion only takes 4 
votes to pass because there is no change in 
policy. It passed 5-2. 

Hitchcock said P.A. 152 comes before 
municipal bodies every year by law and so 
it will be back before council next year. 

During early discussion, Hitchcock 
showed a list of municipalities that opted 
in to P.A. 152 this year, which included 
Huron Township and the City of Belleville.
